Quito recently an advertisement ap 


peared in a number of papers through 
the country, asking for information of 
tlio heirs of Colonel Jacob Kukcr, a 
((evolutionary soldier, who died intcs- 


tc at the residence at hit brother, in 


Canada, in the year 1801. He was an 
odd, eccentric character, and had been 
visiting his relative sometime, 
lie al- 


ways appeared to have HufGcicnt means 
lo meet his wantfi, but quite reticent 
about his financial affairs, and it was 
not known that he had any more than a 
pension from the United .Slates govern- 
ment for his service during the war, 
His health was very good, but taking a 
ncverc cold he grew very ill, and died 
unexpectedly to his relatives, leaving 
them his discharge from the army, his 
uniform, cocked hat and oword, all ol 
which aro .itill in their possession. 


It now appears that the Colonel 


owned a large tract nf nearly fifteen 
acres, then in the suburbs, now in the 
center and most valuable portion of 
I'hiladelphia. The value, nl' the estate 
is enormous, being rated nn high an 
*:nri,UOt),000. Only of late years the 
(acts have been elicited, and efforts have 
been made to discover the old Colonel's 
relatives. lie was a bachelor, but at 
tlio time of his death had several broth- 
ers living. A son of one of these broth- 
ers, and a nephew, of the old Colonel, is 
Benjamin Baker, living in lironkville, a 
small town several mile* hum |).i>ti>u 
A large number of the family are living 
in the neighborhood oi thin section nf 
the countiy, and a meeting was called 
in Brookville the early part of the week, 
at which fifty-seven representatives ol 
the family were present. Funds were 
raised and subscribed to Cor sending 
Mr. Benjamin Baker to make any nee 
cxsary investigation into the old family 
record* for proving their claim to the 
property, and the lumily aro determined 
on asserting their claims.

it a good preventive of disease. A very 
common disease among fowls is the 
gapes. Some say it is caused by worms 
in the windpipe, while others say they 
have wen many with the disease that 
had no worm about them. 
Tbc symp- 


toms are too well known to ne«d de- 
scription here. It is generally caused 
by wet, cold raw moal mixed and fed at 
once, impure water, and many other 
causes. A good remedy is soda dis- 
solved in water and mixed with meal 
and baked and fed warm. This bread 
soaked in milk is a good cure. The 
disease has been prevented by mixing a 
small Quantity oi spirits of turpentine 
with their food, about ten drops to a 
pint of meal made into a dough. Feed 
wheat screenings while there is any 
symptoms of the disease. Give your 
fowls plenty of warm sun in spring, and 
a dry place when wet, with fresh water 
every day.
